Webb's Statement. 

“Tl do not believe it would be 
proper for me to serve on the 
committee because there 1s a 
possibility I will be a candidate 
tor the freeholder board,’ Webb 
told the Post-Dispatch some 
people might feel that I joined 
only to put pressure on the 
committee to support m«¢ 

The central trades group 
recently adopted a _ resolution 
clearing the way for Webb's 
candidacy. The resolution de- 
clared it would not be a viola- 
tion of the labor organization's 
constitution and by-laws for an 
officer of the group to run fo! 
the charter board, holding that 
the position of freeholder was 
not a political office 

Webb said he understood that 
Louis Renschen president of 
the AFL central group. also 
would decline an invitation to 
serve on the citizens committee 
He pointed out that Renschen 


is a vice president of the Com- 
mittee,on Political Education 

COPE is scheduled to become 
labor’s new political action or- 
ganization under the AFL-C!O 
merger. The merger ot the po- 
litieal action groups in St 
Louis has not been completed, 
however, and COPE wiil act 
for the AFL groups and the 
CIO Political Action Commit- 
tee will act for the CIO unions 
for the present. 

Officers of the St. 
Industrial Union 
nounced last week their re- 
fusal to serve on the citizens

“Any such contraction of the 
Presidency as is contemplated 
in the Eisenhower proposal,” 
he went on, ‘cannot but upset 
the balances set up in our 
Constitution for the preserva- 
tion of popular Government. 

“You know that the central 
pillar of that system is the 
separation of powers among 
the three co-ordinate branches 
of our Federal Government, 
the executive, the legislative 
and the judiciary. You know, 
too. that each branch must 
fully discharge the responsibil- 
ities it bears under our Consti- 
tution if our system is to main- 
tain its proper balance and 
function efficiently. 

“When one branch is dimin- 
ished in any way a dangerous 
imbalance is created and a 
hazardous vacuum begins to 
develop in our government.” 

Diffusion of Authority.

WASHINGTON, March 8 (AP) 
—Some Republican Senators 
agreed today that President Eis- 
enhower has put Vice President 


Nixon on the inside track for 
renomination on this year's 
G.O.P, ticket. 

Mr. Eisenhower said yester- 
day he had told Nixon to “chart 
his own course and tell me what 
he would like to do.” Nixon 
said he had no announcement 


to make ‘‘as far 
sonal situation is concerned.” 

Senator Karl Mundt (Rep.), 
South Dakota, said he was con- 
fident Nixon would seek re- 
nomination if the decision is his 
to make. 

“I assume that Nixon is go- 
ing to be Eisenhower's running 
mate because I think the Vice 
President likes his present job,” 
Mundt said. “I don't know of 
any movement to dump him. I 
am convinced the Republicans 
in the House and Senate want 
him on the ticket again with 
Eisenhower.”

Mr. Eisenhower declined 
again vesterday to say specifi- 
cally whether he wanted Nixon 


as a running mate this year, but 
he told his news conference he 
had “no eriticism of Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon te make, either as a 
man, an associate or as my runh- 
ning mate on the ticket.”

(UP)—Officials disclosed today 


that Western powers are think- 
ing about asking the United Na- 
tions Security Council to adopt 
a formal resolution demanding

The move would be in line 
with President Fisenhower's 
plea vesterday for “urgent and> 
early’ U.N. action to prevent 
the Arab-Istacli dispute from 
blowing up fnto a_ full-scale 
war. 

\ Security Council resolu- 


tion presumably would carry at 
least an implied threat that 
U.N. sanctions would be im- 
posed on any nation violating 
the Middle East peace.

PHILADELPHIA, March 8 
(AP)—Dr. Albert E. Blumberg, 
national legislative chairman of 
the Communist party, has been 
found guilty of advocating viol- 
ent overthrow of the United 
States government. 

The verdict returned yvestez- 
day by a United States district 
court jury makes Blumberg, 
46-year-old former philosophy 
instructor at Johns Hopkins 
University. liable to a maximum 
sentence of 10 years imprison- 
ment and a $10,000 fine 

Judge William C. Kraft Jr. 
did not indicate when he would 
impose sentence. Defense coun- 
sel Michael von Moschzisker 
said he would file a motion 
for a new trial 

The jury of six men and six 
women deliberated less than 
four heurs before reaching its 
decision that Blumberg had 
knowingly violated the Smith 
Act 

Blumberg went on trial Jan 
30: The bulk of the testimony 
was presented by the prosecu- 
tion. 

The former college instructor 
was portrayed by opposing 
counsel in summation as a 
“violent revolutionist’ and a 
“sincere idealist.” 

In his own defense, Blumberg 
said that although he was a 
member and later an officer of 
the Communist party for many 
years, he did not preach violent 


overthrow of the Government. 
Part of the Government's 
case was the charge that Blum- 


berg helped to organize Com 
munist clubs among steel work- 
ers in the Lhigh valley of 
Pennsylvania and in Maryland

Watkins, as sked ter his opin-

Watkins said he did not want 
to comment on any committee's 
proceedings, but he said Sec- 
tion 191 of Title Il of the 
United States code states that 
a member of either house of 
Congress can administer oaths 
at committee hearings. 


“That would appear to me to 
exclude the administering of 
the oath by someone else,” he 
said 

Watkins said that at least the 
point could be raised by de- 
fense counsel if any criminal 
proceedings were to grow out 
of testimony before a commit- 
tee. 

The special committee has re- 
ferred the full record of the 
testimony before it to the Jus- 
tice Department, and a grand 
jury has already heard several 
of the committce’s witnesses, in- 
cluding lawyer-lobbyist John M 
Neff.

WASHINGTON, March 8 (AP) 
—The International Union of 
Electrical Workers today turned 
down a Government-proposed 
plan for settlement of the West- 
inghouse strike, now in its 
144th day. 


James B. Carey, union presi- 
dent, said the decision by the 
75-member conference board of 
the IUE was unanimous. Carey 
told a press conference the 
union’s action was “not to be 
considered a rejection, nor 
could it be considered an ac- 
ceptance —— it might be de- 
scribed that the plan so far is 
unacceptable.” 


Carey said he expected to 
meet today with Federal Media- 
tion Service Director Joseph 
Finnegan to discuss what steps 
might be taken toward further 
negotiations with Westinghouse 
Electric Corp. The company had 
accepted the settlement plan 
proposed by a three-man media- 
tion service panel. The panel 


has now disbanded, saying that 
its fob ended when it came up 
with its recommendations

Transit in New Urleans

1. The transportation system in 
New Orleans is neither owned nor 


operated by the City of New Orleans. 
It is operated by a private utility 
company which also has the fran- 
chise for electric and gas service. 

2. The 7-cent fare is subsidized by 
the electric and gas eustomers of 
New Orleans Public Service, Inc. 
Without this subsidy, fares would be 
comparable to those paid in other 
cities. This arrangement is apparent- 
ly satisfactory to the community and 
to the local city officials because it 
has been in effect for many years. 

3. All of the New Orleans transit 
vehicles are operated with one man 
with the exception of two streetcar 
lines equipped with old-type 2-man 
cars built in 1924. 

4. Many of the New Orleans 
busses are powered with gasoline en- 
gines. They also operate a number 
of trolley coaches. By comnmarison, 
the St. Louis bus fleet is of the most 
modern, Diesel-powered type. 

Subsidy of transit is nothing new. 
It exists to varying degrees in all of 
the publiclywowned transportation 
systems around the country. Such 
systems are exempt from heavy gross 
receipts taxes and income taxes paid 
by privately-owned companies such 
as St. Louis Public Service Co. In 
other words, they are subsidized by 
all the taxpayers of the community. 

The difference in the case of New 
Qrleans is simply the method of 
subsidy. ADVISORY.

trolman to the job of warden of the 

penitentiary is questionable. 

First it is contrary to the recom- 
mendation of the Governor's special 
penal survey commission which sug- 
gested this top penal administration 
job should be filled by applicants 
with special training and experience 
in rehabilitation. 

Second, it identifies the new war- 
den as a police officer and puts two 
strikes against him before he starts 
regardless of his desires and in- 
terests. He will be regarded with 
suspicion and distrust by the men 
he is supposed to rehabilitate and 
no constructive program can flourish 
under such conditions. 

It appears to me that the desire to 


appoint a Missourian to this post 
was of more political importance 
than to obtain the services of a 


trained and experienced penologist.

Presidential Opinions 


President Eisenhower dealt with four impor- 
tant subjects in his Wednesday press conference. 

Following up his television and radio report 
to the country last week on the state of his 
health, the President, in answer to a question, 
said what he would do if he learned before the 
November election that his health would not 
permit him to fulfill his constitutional duties. 
He would. he said, withdraw from the race. 

This is what the country would expect Pres!- 
dent Eisenhower to do in view of the frank 
and open way in which he has kept the people 
informed about his heart illness and the prog- 
ress of his recovery. The eyes of 166,000,000 
people are on him. He could not now have a 
relapse without it being a matter of common 
knowledge almost immediately. 

The situation which the President dealt with 
in his answer is a possibility that the Republican 
party will risk if it renominates Mr. Eisenhower, 
as it overwhelmingly is eager to do. As of now 
the prospect happily is that the President will 
continue to improve. But he is now 65 years 
old. No one knows what the next few months, 
to say nothing of the next five years, hold for 
him in the matter of his health. 

Thus it is reassuring to have his frank state- 
ment that he would not be a candidate for re- 
election, even if renominated, if his physical 
condition is not up to the demands of his office. 

What the President said about Vice President 
Nixon is less clear-cut. In fact it is open to 
several conflicting interpretations. There 
would be “commotion” around the White House 
if “anyone ever has the effrontery to urge” 
that he “dump” some one like Nixon. He re- 
gards the Vice President as “young, healthy and 
deeply dedicated to the same principles.” 

Yet there the President drew the line. He is 
not going to be pushed into a Nixon corner. It 
is up to the Vice President, so Mr. Eisenhower 
said, “to chart out his own course.” It is for 
Richard M. Nixon to determine whether he wants 


Since there is probably nothing in the world 
Vice President Nixon wants more in 1956 than 
to be re-elected to his present post, why did Mr. 
Eisenhower say that “my boy” must decide what 
he wants to do? Is it a device to keep the mat- 
ter open for future determination in the light 
of developments in the next few months? Is it 
a way of telling Mr. Nixon to begin to get ready 
to withdraw? Is it an invitation to other vice 
presidential hopefuls to come into the open? 

Whatever else this is, it is adroit politics. 
Having ended one guessing game in his own 
favor, the President now starts another—one 
that is certain to interest, if not to please, the 
largest possible number. 

The two other important subjects commented 
on were the Communist economic buildup and 
the proposed amendment concerning the rela- 
tionship of treaties to the Constitution. 

On the former, the President said frankly that 
the new Soviet policy of economic assistance 
was not only under the most serious study, but 
had already “forcea” this country to strengthen 
its foreign aid policy. He clearly sees the need 
for a more positive policy even if all members 
of Congress, including many Republicans, do not. 

As for the new Dirksen version of the Bricker 
amendment, the President would not comment 
on it specifically. But he said he saw no harm 
in an amendment that would merely assert the 
primacy of the Constitution in foreign affairs. 

As many leading constitutional authorities 
have said, there is no need for such an amend- 
ment. It would be a shocking misuse of the 
amending process simply to save face for Brick- 
er & Co. Party unity may be important, but 
it is not that important. We trust the White 
House will study this issue before it weakens, as 
it may be preparing to do.

Where to Park 4000 Cars 

The indication that Congress may provide 
funds soon for a start on the St. Louis river- 
front memorial project suggests that it is time 
for some hard thinking in City Hall on an asso- 
ciated problem: What provision ought to be 
made for the 4000 automobiles that will be 
forced off the municipal parking lot when the 
memorial becomes a reality? 

The Bi-State Development Agency has talked 
of a garage for some 3700 vehicles beneath the 
mémorial site. The practical difficulty with 
this proposal is that it might be so costly— 
upwards of $10.000,000—that parking fees would 
be out of reach of the average all-day parker. 

The other extreme is the attitude of the pri- 
vate parking lot and garage owners who do not 
want public competition. ‘They contend that city 
facilities are not needed, and that the all-day 
parker on the riverfront should be driven to the 
use of public transportation. As to the first 
point municipal officials disagree. And in fact 
it is accepted public policy that the city should 
work for more facilities for the short-term park- 
er—the shopper. 

It also is city policy to attempt to accommodate 
the all-day parker when private operators are 
unwilling or unable to do so. But whether the 
city ever will be completely able to meet this 
need in the downtown district at reasonable 
prices is something that will have to be con- 
sidered seriously. 

If the cost of providing substantial amounts 
of all-day parking facilities in the. downtown 
district is too high, many of the required spaces 
may have to be located on the outskirts and the 
motorists brought downtown by public transit.

America’s Presidential Guest 
President Giovanni Grenchi of Italy, who is 
in the midst of a 16-day visit to the United 


Siates, has a political philosophy which most 
Americans can easily understand He likes a 
government to get things done. He ts against 
what Italians call “immobilism,” or the policy 


of avoiding mistakes by avoiding doing anything 
at all. 


Mr. Gronchi’s policy might be called one of 
exasperation. But whatever it is called, it has 
helped to make him Italy's first strong Presi- 
dent. That nation’s Constitution leaves its 
presidency largely a ceremonial office. Presi- 


dent Gronchi, however, is a national leader. 
He came to that position the hard way. A 
consistent Christian Socialist, he won more in- 
fluence in that party after the death of former 
Premier Alcide de CGasperi. He championed 
the working man and followed the middle way 
while advising an “opening to the left” where 


millions of Italians have followed the powerful, 


Socialists. 

We Americans, as well as Italians, can recog- 
nize that President Gronchi, not only speaks for 
a nation of 47 millions but stands for the West- 
ern world. While holding to the NATO alliance. 
he has advised the West that it has lost ground 
to Communism by over-emphasis on the military 
approach. He has-urged new economic and 
diplomatic tactics in response to the swerves of 
international Communism. 

This polite suggestion comes from a man

who opposed Fascism and who has had to 
combat Communism in a far more formidable 
domestic form than Americans have experienced. 
Hence his are words to be reckoned with. It 
is said that a test of friendship is the ability 
to receive as well as to give advice. If 80, 
America’s reaction to President Gronchi’s good 
will tour can only be good will. 
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Narrowing the Issue 

In refusing to serve on the Citizens’ Charter 
Committee the city’s Democratic and Republi- 
can chairmen may have given the citizens’ cam- 
paign something of a lift without realizing it. 

As a result of their refusals the issue is now 
more sharply drawn. On one side is the non- 
partisan civic organization of several hundred 
citizens whose sole function is to urge qualified 
candidates to file for the board of charter free- 
holders and then to support them in the May 8 
special election. If elected these freeholders 
would be free to write a charter according to 
the dictates of conscience. 

On the other side stand the heads of the two 
city central committees, City Treasurer John J. 
Dwyer of the Democrats and former Alderman 
Charles P. McBride, Republican. Mr. Dwyer 
is concerned over the possibility charter free- 
holders not under ward influence might decide 
to eliminate some patronage or nonessential 
jobs, including his own. He and his followers 
are the ins and naturally they have a vested 
interest in retaining the patronage they have 
enjoyed for the past several years. 

What Republican Chairman McBride is doing 
in Mr. Dwyer’s company is difficult to fathom at 
first glance. Republican aldermen have con- 
sistently supported the calls of Democratic 
Mayor Tucker for the election of charter free- 
holders. Presumably Mr. McBride looks hope- 
fully ahead to the day the lightning strikes 
and all the Democratic patronage falls into 
G.O.P. hands. 

The party chairmen are entitled to their 
views, and we have no doubt they will do their 
best to urge them on the city. Fortunately the 
citizens’ groups stands ready to offer the people 
a practical alternative to any politically-sup- 
ported slate, and that is all they need. 
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Cardinal Spring Song 

Among the things that bloom in the spring 
are the hopes of baseball teams, and so—judging 
from the reports from St. Petersburg—our 
Cardinals’ pitching prospects are blooming.

Since 
Tom Poholsky and Larry Jackson and the other 
pitchers also ought to win their share of games, 
it appears that the springtime Cardinals don't 
have a thing to worry about, barring unseason- 
able frost. 
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The Democrats’ Own Baby 

It is easy to understand why seven Demo- 
cratic Congressmen from Northern constituen- 
cies are urging President Eisenhower to make 
some statement to head off an anti-segregation 
amendment to the school aid bill. 

Most of these Congressmen undoubtedly feel 
that if the amendment comes before them they 
will be compelled to vote for it. They have a 
strong hunch that in this case the bill is fated 
for death at the hands of Southern Democrats. 
To save the bill, they are hoping that President 
Eisenhower will somehow relieve them of the 
necessity for voting on the amendment. 

Convenient as this might be, the seven Demo- 
crats, among them Representative Quigley from 
the President’s own district in. Pennsylvania, 
are knocking at the wrong door. 

If they want somebody to get the anti-segre- 
gation amendment out of their hair, they ought 
to appeal to the congressional sponsors of the 
amendment in both parties. That is where the 
responsibility lies—with such Congressmen as 
Adam Powell, New York Democrat, and Repub- 
lican Leader Joseph W. Martin of Massachusetts, 
who have undertaken to write into the school 
aid bill a ban on use of federal funds in dis- 
tricts where racial segregation still exists. 

There is more than a suspicion that some of 
the backers of this step are moved by a cold 
cynicism which is quite willing to defeat federal 
aid to schools, court the Northern Negro vote, 
and expose the Democratic split over segrega- 
tion, all in one fell swoop. 

Other supporters of the amendment undoubt- 
edly are quite sincere. But if they were equally 
wise and equally courageous, they would take 
the stand Adlai E. Stevenson has taken. On 
the principle of first things first, they would 
support a school ‘aid bill without strings, and 
leave the interpretation of the Supreme Court’s 
segregation ruling to the court. 

Democrats control both branches of Congress. 
They will, with reason, be held responsible by 
the people if they let this session go by without 
adopting a sound and adequate bill for aid to 
school construction. If for no other cause than 
party expediency, they had better quit asking 
the President to save them from themselves, 
and start exercising the kind of statesmanship 
needed to get a bill passed.

\ Locust in a Wind-Tunnel 

All we had known until yesterday about the 
locust was that it is a nasty winged insect that 
has been wreaking havoc on man’s crops for 
centuries. Then we read an intriguing article 
in the current Scientific American by a chap 
deeply interested in what scientists call “the 
energetics of flapping flight.” 


By most indenicus methods this Mr. Torkel 
Weis-Fogh tethered an African locust in the 
mouth of a small wind-tunnel and turned on 
the blower. He gave the locust what amounted 
to a complete physical examination before and 
after a series of wind-tunnel flights in various 
harnesses. He was very kind to the locust, even 
providing “a feedback servomechanism” that 
‘ellowed the subject to “control the speed of 
the windstream and thus its own flying speed.” 

The major discovery of this locust inquisition 
seems to have been that the muscles of the 
locust “perform about 10 to 20 times more work, 
in proportion to size, than those of a human 
being working at top speed.” 

If Mr. Torkel Weis-Fogh can disclose so much 
about an African locust perhaps he can be pre- 
vailed upon to experiment on the American 
grasshopper. Weare still eager to have the 
answer to that rural conundrum that used to 
plague us down on the farm 40 years ago: How 
long would it take an angry grasshopper to kick 
all the seeds out of a dill pickle?

Justice Douglas Reports on Russia 8etween Book Ends

After 8000-mile journcy Justice is convinced people want friend- 
ship with Americans; thinks Government needs to avoid war so 
long-neglected demands for consumer goods can be lessened; 
says peaceful Russia poses most difficult problem for America.

The Russian people today are in the 
mood for friendship with Americans. 
That is the sum of several convictions 
that emerged after my recent 8000- 
mile journey through the Soviet Union. 
Here is what I found: 

First, the Russian people want peace. 

Second, the Russian officials are 
sincerely anxious to avoid war. 

Third, the ultimate aims of Com- 
munism have not changed. 


Fourth, Russia has moved into a 
position of increased strength in Asia 
and Europe as a result of its change 
in policies. 

Fifth, peaceful coexistence will in- 
volve a degree of political competition 
which to date we have never experi- 
enced in international affairs. 

Perhaps the Russian people always 
have wanted to be friendly with us. 
Under Stalin, they would not have felt 
free to open their homes as they do 
today. Since the “Summit” meeting at 
Geneva, it has 
been _ permissible 
in Russia to be 
friendly; and the 
farmers and work- 
ers now respond 
not as soldiers to 
orders, but as peo- 
ple free to do what 


they desire. 

I felt on my 
travels that the 
Russians, heavily 


saturated with anti- 
American propa- 
ganda in the last 
decade, none the w; 
less wanted the 
friendship of America. We had a deep 
reservoir of good will in Russia at the 
end of World War II.

From Geneva to the Villages 


It was our military might that was 
decisive in the ultimate Russian victory. 
The people know and remember. it. 

President Eisenhower, the victorious 
general, is a great symbol of American 
friendship to the ordinary Russian. 
That is one reason why the smiles at 
Geneva had powerful reactions in the 
villages of Russia, releasing feelings 
long suppressed. 

I traveled Russia a month after 
Geneva and found evidence of friend- 
ship for America in every village, fac- 
tory and farm. 

I felt that most Russians from the 
highest official to the lowliest laborer 
on the collective farms wanted peace, 
not war. Peace was dinned into my 
ears wherever I went. 

Before I visited Russia, I supposed 
that the Soviet peace offensive was 
aimed abroad. Doubtless it was, in part. 
But I now think its primary target was 
domestic. 


Horrors of Atomic War 


The Soviets beamed their peace prop- 
aganda to their own people for two 
reasons: first, to convince them that 
the great emphasis on armaments did 
not mean that the Government wanted 
war; and second, to prepare the Rus- 
sians so thoroughly for peace that if 
war came, the Government could easily 
convince the people that it was thrust 
upon them. : 

I also think the Soviet Government 
wants to avoid war. Every official I 
met seemed to realize the horror of 
atomic war and its destructive power. 

Russia would suffer greatly from 
bombings. The plants that would be 
destroyed are those that officials want 
to use to an increased degree for the 
production of consumer goods. 

I did not realize, until I saw. Russia, 
how great is the hunger of Russians 
for consumer goods. Russia has been 
under Communism for almost 40. years. 
And still the consumer demands have 
barely been touched. One can. find 
most of the essentials and some luxu- 


ries; but the supply is limited, the 
prices are high and the quality is be- 
low the lowest grade of goods adver- 
tised in an American mail order cata- 
logue. 

While consumer goods were increas- 
ing 112 per cent from 1940 to 1955, pro- 
ducer goods were increasing 277 per 
cent. Some producer goods were for 
use in light industry that manufactures 
shoes, suits and refrigerators. 


But the great emphasis in Russia has 
been placed on other branches of the 
economy. Between 1929 and 1952, the 
funds invested in capital construction 
were: 72,000,000 rubles in light indus- 
try, 193,000,000 rubles in transport and 
638,000,000 rubles in heavy industry. 


A Political Ground Swell 


All the bureaucracy, including those 
at the ministerial level, speak of the 
hunger for cars and for other consumer 
goods. It’s a ground swell that cannot 
be ignored even in a dictatorship. 

Russia in a few respects is abreast 
of America. In most respects, it is 
where we were in 1890, 1910 or 1930. 

At the time of the Revolution, Russia 
was primarily an agricultural nation. 
Today, it is a great industrial power, 
the second in the world. 

In 1913, Russia produced 4,200,000 
tons of pig iron; in 1955, it produced 
33,000,000 tons. In 1913, Russia pro- 
duced 29,100,000 tons of coal; in 1955, 
390,000,000 tons. In 1913, Russia pro- 
duced 4,200,000 tons of steel; in 1955, 
45,000,000 tons. 

Those statistics (which do not include 
the output in the satellite states) are a 
conservative measure of the growth of 
Russian industrial power. 

Russia has an agricultural economy 
that is far above the Asian standard. 
But Soviet agriculture is inefficient by 
American standards. 

In Russia, 40 per cent of the labor 
force is in agriculture; in America, 12 
per cent. There are far too many peo- 
ple per acre on Russian farms. 

The Russian economy has been de- 
voted up to now primarily to war. If 
it can be turned to peace, it can revolu- 
tionize not only Russia but Asia and 
Europe as well. That, I think, is the 
vision of the post-Stalin Russians. 


Aim of the Aristocracy 


The emergence of ‘a small.group in 
control of Russia marks a revolution 
that has swept Russia since Stalin's 
death. This group—represented by the 
Presidium—is the new aristocracy that 
has come into existence since 1917. 

This aristocracy consists of the tal- 
ented elite of the Soviet Union. Its 
members won their honors under the 
Soviet system and are dedicated to it. 

These people want to be rid of the 
fear that haunted every home under 
Stalin. They want to exploit the sys- 
tem for themselves and their children. 

From my interviews with the  bu- 
reaucracy, I became convinced that the 
new aristocracy believes that the great- 
est boost it can give the Communists in 
other lands is a dramatic increase in 
the standard of living inside Russia. 

If Russia can get peace even for a 
decade, it can produce a great increase 


in its standard of living. By that very ° 


act, it can create tremendous pressure 
on Asia and on Europe too. 

A smiling, peaceful, prosperous Rus- 
sia presents the most difficult inter- 
national problem that America has yet 
faced. It will require more fluid di- 
plomacy than we have ever known. 

It will, indeed, require a regrouping 
of our forces and a complete reorienta- 
tion of our thinking if the new Russia 
. 4 to conquer the world from the 
nside.

Childhood Is Bliss and Pain 


THE THRESHOLD, by Dorothea Rutherford. (Little, 

Brown, 313 pgs., 3.75.) 

One of the most difficult tasks of an 
author is to communicate to the reader 
a feeling resembling “pure realization” 
of an experience. Dorothea Ruther- 
ford, in writing of a little five-year-old 
girl, Liesbeth, gives beautiful and 
abundant proof that “the child is father 
to the man”; and reading the exper 
iences of Liesbeth makes the adult 
once more a part of the sad and beau- 
tiful wonders and the loneliness of 
growing-up. 

Liesbeth lives in Reval in Estonia 
before the First World War. She is 
still so small and inexperienced that 
she expects only good, and, therefore, 
gives herself entirely to every joy even 
the smallest. She shares her enjoy- 
ment of her warm bath with the reader 
in so personal a fashion that one feels 
the gentle tinge of the warm water, 
“the soap suds that smell like a Sun- 
day pudding” and the final “swim”: 
later when she is tucked in bed by the 
faithful Maria, with a soft boiled egg 
and a piece of buttered rye bread for 
her supper, one feels again the sweet- 
ness of life-—-when it is snug and warm 
and five years old. 

But childhood is far from a land of 
bliss; there is the passing moment of 
jealousy and hatred she feels for her 
younger sister, Irmgard; there is the 
bout with the measles when she feels 
she is being stung by hundreds of 
crawling beetles; there is the dawning 
realization that words often mislead 
instead of explain; there is shame at 
having to ask for what should exist 
naturally—a miracle should not have to 
be begged for. She experiences the 
lost, lonely, and frightening feelings 
that the death of her baby sister brings 
—and there is always the dimly real- 
ized longing for something—‘“she her- 
se doesn’t know what it is she longs 

x.”

Get four pounds of round 


steak and have the butcher cut 
it an inch and a half thick and 
pound it well. When you get 
home, combine a half cup of 
flour with two teaspoons of 
salt and half a teaspoon of 
pepper, and pound that in also. 
Rub it and pound it until it’s 
all in the meat. 

Now get out a big iron skil- 
let, one which is as big around 
as the steak, and heat at least 
three tablespoons of shortening 
in it. When it’s good and hot, 
put the meat in. Brown it good 
on that side, now, over and 
brown it good on the other 
side. 

Now you should have ready 
at hand two peeled and chop- 
ped onions, a chopped clove of 
garlic and a chopped green 
pepper. Add this to the meat 
and let it cook about three 
minutes. 

Then put in a number two 
can of tomatoes, seasoned with 
an eighth of a teaspoon of 
paprika and a tablespoon of 
Worcestershire sauce. Pour this 
over the meat, bring it to a 
boil, cover the skillet, turn the 
heat down to a simmer and let 
it simmer for about two and a 
half hours.

Repairs and Replacements with 
Copper Tubing. 


ACK in the days when most 
Boives in the home were made 

of galvanized iron, it was 
pretty difficult for the amateur 
to do much with the system 
because cutting and threading 
this type of pipe calls for a lot 
of special tools and skills. 

Today, however, with so many 
homes equipped with copper 
tubing the situation is some- 
what different. Copper tubing 
is pretty easy to work with and 
you can repair a damaged sec- 
tion or insert a fitting without 
too much trouble. 


About the simplest type of 
copper fitting to use is the 
sweat type fitting which slips 
over the ends of the pipe and 
is then made tight with solder. 


First thing to do is to turn 
off the supply to the line you 
wish to work on and then cut 
the pipe with a hacksaw where 
the fitting is to go. Use a file 
to square off the ends of the 
pipe after cutting and also to 
remove any burrs left by the 
file. 

Now take a piece of steel 
wool and polish the ends of the 
pipe on the outside and also 
polish the ends of the fitting on 
the inside. This is necessary to 
insure the solder making a good 
bond. Dry the ends of the pipe 
and be sure that they remain 
dry because any trace of water 
is going to cause troubles and 
you'll end up with a leaky joint.

Now heat a third of a 


cup of butter in a big skillet. | 


Add the potatoes and cook them 
two or three minutes, shaking 
the skillet and shoving the po- 
tatoes around to get them 
cooked and buttered on all 
sides. When they're hot and 
beginning to brown, turn them 
out in a bowl, sprinkle them 
with a couple of tablespoons of 
lemon juice, and then about 
three tablespoons of chopped 
parsley. You'll find you never 
knew how good new little pota- 
toes could be.

Next job is to smear some 
flux over the end of the pipe 
and then slip the fitting into 
place. Rotate the fitting a few 
times so that the flux will be 
distributed, around the outside 
of the pipe and the Inside of 
the fitting. 

Now you are ready to make 
the joint. Heat the fitting with 
a blow torch until it’s good and 
hot and then apply the solder. 
With some fittings the solder 
is applied around the edge and 
will be drawn into the space be- 
tween the pipe and fitting. In 
other fittings there is a hole in 
the side into which the solder 
is fed. Regardless of the type 
fitting, if it’s properly heated 
the solder will be drawn into 
the joint. If the fitting is not 
hot enough, the solder won't 
flow. On the other hand, if the 
fitting is too hot oxidation of 
the flux may cause a leaky 
joint. You'll have to get a 
little practice before you know 
just when the fitting is suf- 
ficiently hot.

OW many poems can your children recite? s 
H eee: of the Bible do they know? How many quota- 
tions from Shakespeare can they quote accurately and 
°” What hymns do they know from start to 
finish? What prayers? 
Memorizing has gone out 
of fashion in the schools 
and homes, to the great 
detriment of our youth 
Learning beautiful words, 
knowing them so well they 
come easily and smoothly 
off the tongue is not only 
a fine accomplishment in 
itself, but a fine influ- 
ence on thought. A child 
cannot learn, “I love little 
pussy,” without harboring 
a kindly thought to that 
pussy. A pupil cannot recite, “Who touches a hair of yon 
gray head .. .” without feeling a thrill of strength and 
pride in its spirit. Nor can he sing the “Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner” from beginning to end without a conscious feeling of 
belonging to something great, good and wonderful, his 
country. 
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LEARNING A BIT of fine prose is bound to add to the 
learner’s vocabulary, add to the dignity of his mind and 
soul.
